1. ON TOKYO SUGGESTION FOR OCCASIONAL USE OF LOCAL 
EMPLOYEES AS INTERPRETERS FOR TVS CONSENSUS OF OFFICES 
CONCERNED HERE IS THAT, WHILE ADMINISTRATIVELY WORKABLE 
AND VALUABLE TO EMPLOYEES, LACK OF KNOWLEDGE OF COUNTRY 
AND OPERATION OF IV PROGRAM, PARTICULARLY WORKING WITH 
LOCAL SPONSORS, FREQUENTLY MAKES THESE EMPLOYEES MORE 
OF LIABILITY THAN ASSET. PAST EXPERIENCE INDICATES THAT 

IN ADDITION TO LACK OF ESCORT SAW /, LOCAL EMPLOYEES NOT 
INFREQUENTLY LEAVE MUCH TO BE DESIRED AS INTERPRETERS. 

2. THIS DOE NOT MEAN THAT DEPARTMENT WOULD NOT CONSIDER 
THIS ARRANGEMENT DURING PERIODS OF INTERPRETER SHORTAGES, 
COMBINED WITH NECESSITY OF IV TO TRAVEL AT SPECIFIC TIME 

OF YEAR OR CANCEL. A GROUP SUCH AS LABOR TEAM IS PREFER- 
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ABLE IN THAT LOCAL EMPLOYEE COULD JOIN WITH EXPERIENCED 
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CONTRACT INTERPRETER. HIGH LEVEL VOLUNTARY VISITOR GROUP 
TO WHICH DEPARTMENT WOULD NORMALLY ASSIGN INTERPRETER 
MIGHT ALSO BE CONSIDERED.
